It would be difficult to find more 
Sincerity or hope,than in the feeling that the nations ‘of the world 
must somehow unite. If only wicked Russia and only imperial. 
istic Britain would join in, we think, how easy it would be. 


I don’t know— 


Laughter do not mean to be at all sacrilegious, or pre- 
: sumptuous, but I am sure there must be lotid and 
ironic laughter around the golden throne, up and down the golden 
Streets and beneath the pearl-and-jasper gates. 

Indeed, I do not know how some of the reverend gentlemen on 
earth miss this ironic fact themselves. 

The Presbyterians and the Episcopalians have just failed in a 
matter of getting together: in the service of Christ Himself, which 
ought to be a fairly simple thing compared with getting nations, 
with all their conflicting economic interests and barriers of lan- 
guage, culture and religions, to meet in common unity and cause. 

Let me hasten to say I know nothing of the merits or demerits 
of such a union. I am uninterested in it. Maybe it isn’t even 
desirable. Nevertheless, it serves as an illustration. Some of those 
concerned thought the idea repugnant in the sight of the Lord and 
from comment here and there, especially in the secular press, | 
judged there were those in both groups who simply could not sit 
ee and worship the Lord in the same pew and feel comfortable 
about it 


Rebels It was only after a long and herculean struggle that 

the Northern and Southern Methodist Churches were 
united in common cause, and there still are some unreconstructed 
rebels who believe that union was not found good in the sight of 
Christ. 

There are, fantastically enough, those who will not permit the 
member of another sect to partake of communion in their midst. 
Such consider themselves elected to commune with the mind, or 
spirit of Christ, in an exclusive manner. 

Others are rent on the matter of baptism and, while it may be 
argued that today the well-meaning person or the modern thinker 
does not consider it important whether a man has been sprinkled 
or pushed down so far he stirred up the mud and leaves, there are 
many who believe that Christ will accept only those who were 
baptized in the manner demanded by their own sect. 

The other day a gentleman wrote me, mourning on the decline 
of the Christian world and ideal. He said that in his observation 
the world was being held together only by the stern virtues of the 
Primitive Baptists and that when they perished from the earth, 
and their number was lessening, the earth itself would perish. I 
hastened to write him, expressing my hope they would not perish 
but would, on the contrary, flourish. I am not quite ready for earth 
itself to perish. 


Ironic At any rate, what I am getting at is that it is ironic to 

pray for the nations of the world to unite in under- 
standing and unity for world peace when we can get no unity at 
all in the service of the Prince of Peace. 

To me, at least, this is highly ridiculous. I can understand how 
the cause of peace may stumble over the possession of oil or the 
Dardanelles or the Suez Canal, but for Christians to stumble over 
ritual or dogma seems folly. 

The Christian religion is the most difficult of them all. The 
Buddhist, Taoist or the disciple of Confucius, may sit in long 
meditation staring at his navel, until he arrives at a beatific state. 
The Mohammedan is urged to murder, rape and slay all unhe- 
lievers and thereby attain great merit, softer rugs and prettier 
concubines in heaven. 

But. the poor Christian, urged only to love his fellow man, to 
pile up riches on heaven rather than on earth, to be tolerant and 
kind, is in perhaps the most fouled-up condition of them all. . 
a state of semi-frustration in which he prays for things to come 
to pass in others which he cannot bring about for himself.

Reassuring Items 
Of Russian News 


We all know there has been, for the past few 
months, a lot of irrespansible talk in this country 
about alleged threat of a coming war with Rus- 

sia. Just what is the source of this mental disturbance is difficult 
to decide. Just why any sizable portion of our population should 
give it credence is just about as difficult. 

We don’t like Communism, either in theory or practice. What 
of it? We decide our ways of life ourselves and there is no threat 
that this country will go Communist, not in the lifetime of any 
now living, at least. 

The Russians do like a form of social, economic and govern- 
mental setup which we label Communist. (Though, by all reports, 
the present-day Russian system is a long way from genuine Com- 
munism.) Well, whether it is Communism or not, we wouldn't like 
it for ourselves. The Russians seem to like it and we should be 
the last people on earth to attempt to dictate how others shall live. 
They, too, can decide their own ways of life. 

The idea that Russia is engaged in some dark and devious plan- 
ning for a war against us seems to me to ignore facts. Russia has 
just come through a war during which large areas of her territory 
were so horribly ravaged by a ruthless occupying force it will take 
years for her to recover. Russian people suffered by the war as 
tragically as any of the victims of Naziism. 

It seems ridiculous to imagine that Russia, just.emerging from 
the horrors of war, would be deliberately planning another. 


Three Items There were three news items in one edition of 
your paper, one day last week, which should, to 
any logical mind, be reassuring on the Russian situation. 

New budget of the Supreme Soviet calls for a reduction of 
$10,571,000,000 in army expenditures. This item from Moscow. 
Russians welcome the news, because they see it means that many 
men now in the Soviet armies will be discharged and returned 
home. Soviet authorities say, too, they want to reduce their armed 
forces as much as possible so the men can return to peacetime 
pursuits, replenishing industrial and agricultural manpower, which 
lost heavily in the war. 

Russia also, it is stated, would welcome wholesale demobiliza- 
tion if other great powers would do the same. 

That news, it seems to me, doesn’t fit any picture of a Russia 
preparing for another war. 


Item Two: Also Moscow datelined. Leaders of the Soviet Par- 

lliament condemn management of four major in- 
dustries, food, films, clothing and mines. They charge inefficiency, 
graft, outright embezzlement. Some Russian industry, they say, is 
not meeting half its production quota and, as for. the film indus- 
try, they described it as “chaotic.” 

Doesn’t that sound, in a general way, familiar? Aren’t special 
groups, congressional and others, engaged in investigations of our 
own industry, particularly war industry? Haven't various poli- 
ticians and others made charges against various branches of Amer- 
ican industry which are at least as sweeping as those of the Rus- 
sian Parliament leaders? 

You needn’t think of Russia as a place where industry and agri- 
culture both run along smoothly, operating with machinelike effi- 
ciency and faced with no troubles in speeding production. They 
have their troubles, it seems, the same as we have. 

That news item sounds more like cause for rueful sympathy than 
for war-breeding rivalry. We are too much alike under the na- 


tional skin, it seems. 

Item Three: This one from Berlin. A _Russtan-controlled 
*" newspaper denounces any sentimentalizing of the 

execution-deaths of Nazi war criminals on the gallows at Nuernberg. 

Says such an attitude encourages Germans to remember the guilty 

warmongers as heroic martyrs and thus makes German mind fertile 

ground for the Fourth Reich and another try at world conquest. 

Well, don’t you agree? Ten two-legged rats were hanged and 
an eleventh cheated the gallows by suicide. Any who would senti- 
mentalize over so fitting an end for a group of gangsters would put 
a halo around the head of Dillinger and add the name of Al @apone 
to the list of American patriots. 

All three of those new items offer evidence of the Russian de- 
sire, the same as our own, for peace. 

Mister Molotov may have different views on technicalities of 
peace treaties and so forth, but we can’t be far out of accord with 
people who cut down their army, who struggle with industrial con- 
fusions and who want to guard against another attempt at: world

They talked loosely without giving due credit to the enterprise 
of the cattlemen in rushing their livestock to the market. Nor did 
they properly evaluate the facilities of the packers for processing 
the meat and starting it moving to the corner butchers through the 
pipelines of distribution. 

What has happened since the decontrol order went into effect 
is typically American. Spurred on by the prospects of high profits, 
the livestock producers started moving their cattle and hogs to 
market immediately. They did not wait for cattle cars to be made 
available by the railroads. They loaded their stock on trucks. 
Ah To Market Roads leading to Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha 

’ and other great packing centers have been 
cluttered up ever since with the rumble of livestock-laden trucks. 
The stockyards have been taxed to capacity to handle the heavy 
traffic. 

Now meats, which were suth a scarce item no more than a fort- 
night ago, are beginning to reappear on American tables. 

In a short time we will get back to something approaching nor- 
mal, in so far as supply is concerned. 

Before election day rolls around the meat shortage will have 

vaporated as a campaign issue, except as to the prices the publie 
will have to pay. 

That much can be said on the basis that no matter how hungry 
aman may be it only takes one good meal to make him forget his 
hunger. Hence all of the irritations that may have arisen because 
of the recent shortage will be lost sight of in the realization that 
wholesome supplies are forthcoming. 

It will be hardly worth while for candidates to refer to it, al- 
though some administration critics may try to keep it alive. 


Prices Alive But what will renin: alive in connection with 
the whole chain of events are the prices the 
public is called on to pay for meats. 

That should lend itself to handsome exploitation, 
istration can present it properly.

GOP Fault For all of this the Republicans in Congress are 
almost entirely to blame. They voted four to one to 

destroy the system of price controls. 

Now the enemies of the administration are seeking to exploit 
the situation by shallow attempts to shift the blame. To overcome 
the badly muddled situation, Mr. Truman has been forced to yieid 

The result is soaring prices of a staple item of our diet. There 
is bound to be much disaffection on this score, once we all get over 
the initial splurge of gouging ourselves on heretofore scarce meat.

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Famed Falls Can 
Now Be Seen 


Ever since the first white man wandered into 
the North Georgia hills, those who feel themselves 
inspired by nature in her grander manifestations 

have been loud in their praise of the beauty of Amicalola Falls. 
Nor was their enthusiasm exaggerated, for this pouring cataract in 
the heart of a virgin timberland was a thing of mythical beauty. 
The only trouble was, for generations no road led to within com- 
fortable hiking distance of this magnificent scene and those who 
had the stamina to endure the hardship of a hike into the area 
were few. 

Some years ago—shortly before the war—the State remedied 
this situation. They built a road, steep and winding, but still 
easily climbed by all except the most asthmatic vehicles, in a 
sweeping horseshoe above the falls, so that one now may drive 
within eyeshot of the cascade for a mile or more on either side. 
They constructed also a road up the gorge to within a quarter mile 
of the base of the falls. The idea was, of course, to fix it so those 
who love to take their scenery sitting down could view the falls 
on the drive up, and pause at the top to peer over the brink or 
gaze otf over limitless miles of blue distance across great forests 
toward the flatter lands southward. Those who wished to stand at 
the base of the falls and peer up could drive to within a reasonable 
distance, park, and proceed on foot until they stood at the lower 
terrace of the thundering cascade. 


Unfortunately, the roa@ building which made this 
dramatically scenic spot accessible destroyed much 
of its natural beauty. Great rocks, blasted from the hills on either 
side, tumbled into the narrow gorge below the falls. In falling 
they took with them, from a wide area near the top, every tree, 
shrub and bush and the resulting erosion has washed off the cling- 
ing dirt down to the bare rock. 

The rocks are pretty, in certain lights, but not so pretty as the 
origina! stand of trees, and somebody, in order. to hide the bare 
scars, has started a stand of kudzu which, in time, of course 
may find enough earth for sustenance among the stones and thus 
carpet the rocky cliff with green. 

The gorge below, through which hikers must pass to the foot 
of the falls, has suffered the most, though. Here the great boulders 
and the fallen trees are tangled in a sort of devils’ den that has 
blocked old trails and made travel on the winding path a test of 
stamina and endurance greater than it was before. Young people 
with plenty of spring in their legs can make it, leaping joyfully 
from crag to crag like mountain goats, but ladies in high-heeled 
shoes, and elderly folk, will find it a hard pull. A corpulent pho- 
tographer of my acquaintance made it, but he was panting like a 
lizard when he reached a place from which he could shoot a picture, 
And he was so shaken by his labors he could not hold the camera 
still. 


Erosion 


Beauty This is not to say that the sight of the falls is not worth 
the trouble of the climb. The beauty of the cascade 
itself is still unmmarred. Even after the long dry spell, the other 
day two fine streams were leaping off the cliff top, breaking into 
spray in a pool on the first shelf 50-odd feet down, and tumbling 
another 350 feet down the slope of the chocolate-colored rocks. And 
the greater part of the trail leads through a woodland of ancient 
Tall poplars, oak and hickory, untouched by the ax, tower 
high above you. The pungent scent of evergreens fills the air and 
the sun dapples the open glades between the big trees with pools 
of gold. Everywhere you look is a picnic spot and the burble and 
splash of the hurrying creek is like liquid music. 

Unfortunately, many before you will have found these spots 
pleasant and they have left mementos of their passing in such 
items as soggy paper plates, loaf bread wrappers and tin cans. 

Despite all this, though, the view of the falls is worth the trip 
and if you are riding at any time from Dawsonville toward Dah- 
lonega, take the road around by Amicalola.

KANSAS CITY—Here you get 
the feel and flavor and style of 
the man who is President of the 
United States. 

Here where the West and the 
East begin to merge, but never 
quite mix. Here where the hard, 
calloused hand of the farm still 
feels a bit awkward as it claps the 
soft hand of the city. 

Here where “Dixie” and “John 
Brown’s body” are equally famil- 
iar, for that issue once met here, 
too. 

It’s a hybrid sort of place—and 
friendly. Harry Truman is a part 
of it all. So in Washington he 
reflects it, gathering about him for 
advisers easy-going men of the 
Middle West and the South, be- 
cause he feels comfortable among 
them.

HARRY TRUMAN probably has 
more heart and sympathy for the 
ordinary folks out this way, the 
working people, than did Mr. 
Roosevelt, who was the aloof po- 
litical philosopher of the country 
house, with a feeling for people in 
the mass, and often quite calcu- 
lating in his adept handling of 
them. But Harry Truman does 
not know exactly how to stand 
up for them. 

His advisers and friends are 
mostly middle-class men looking 
ambitiously away from all such 
feeling, leaving it behind as they 
turn to the downtown club and 
the country club.

HERE, ON A day that started 
out with a drizzle but turned out 
fine, there was displayed:the at- 
mosphere that Harry Truman so 
well knows and likes.
